Claims 15-22 relate to medical treatment of the human body and hence to subject-matter 
covered by the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be 
formulated with respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of these claims 
(Article 34(4)(a)(l) PCT). 

Re Item V 

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability;

Claim 1 pertains to erythromycin derivatives having a specific 5-membered heterocyclic 
ring HET linked to the desosamin part of the macrolide. The HET moiety apparently 
corresponds to a partial structure of the antibiotic linezolid. 

Compounds comprising a macrolide moiety together with a linezolid moiety are comprised 
in the state of the art as represented by WO-A-99 63 937 (see fig. 26). In these 
compounds the linezolid part is connected to the macrolide either directly or via the 
cladinose. The claimed compounds which do not show these structural particularities are 
novel over the reference. 

In view of the considerable structural difference between the known antibiotics and the 
claimed compounds the antibiotic activity of the claimed compounds could not have been 
expected at the filing date of the application. Thus, inventive step is acknowledged. 

Re Item VIII 

Certain observations on the international application 

1 . Claim 23 relates to a method of synthesising a compound according to claim 1 , but does 
not indicate any technical features of the synthesis. The claim therefore lacks clarity within 
the meaning of Article 6 PCT. 
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2. The expression "prodrugs" frequently used in the claims is a functional expression 
rendering the claimed subject-matter unclear.
